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SP’s New Rehabilitation Program: 


Helping People Get Back to Work Again 


BOUT TWO years ago Lonnie 

D. Shook, 31, a Western Divi- 

sion conductor, contracted a serious 
illness known as pneumococal men- 
ingitis while on vacation in Tucson. 

After a month in the hospital and 
many weeks of special therapy, he 
began to recover from this near- 
fatal illness, but it left him partially 
paralyzed, with almost no use of his 
left arm and only limited use of his 
left leg. 

Lonnie had to face the fact that, 
after 10 years as a brakeman-con- 
ductor, he was no longer able to 
perform the duties of his occupa- 
tion. 

“TI tried not to let the situation 
get me down,” he recalls, “but Dll 
have to admit I was pretty dis- 
couraged.” 

He moved back to the San Fran- 
cisco Bay Area, where he had lived 
earlier, and contacted the Company 
for help. He was referred to V. R. 
(Val} Russell, formerly assistant 
superintendent of the Western Divi- 
sion and now project manager of

Russell carefully reviewed the 
facts in Lonnie’s case and learned 
that, above all, Lonnie wanted to 
rejoin Southern Pacific in any ca- 
pacity he could—perhaps as a clerk. 

Russell recommended that Lon- 
nie apply to the California State 
Department of Rehabilitation for 
special training. There he talked 
with Miss Ellen E..McRae, one of 
the department’s counselors. 

She was “straight” with Lonnie. 
It would be an uphill battle. He 
had almost no clerical skills, hav- 
ing become a brakeman after a gen- 
eral course in high school. 

Together, they mapped out a pro- 
gram, and Lonnie began six months 
of intensive training at a business 
school, concentrating on spelling, 
English, mathematics, bookkeeping 
and typing (with one hand). 

Meanwhile, the SP rehabilitation 
team kept in close touch with his 
progress, and—impressed with what 
he was achieving — began looking 
for an opening for him. 

To conclude this ‘brief’“case his- 
tory,” Lonnie successfully met SP’s 
employment standards.-and .got .a 
job as a clerk in Revenue Account- 


ing at San Francisco .on December - 


3, 1978. 
“When I found’ out ‘I was:being 
hired,” he says, “Ishad a grin on my. 


face a-yard.long: That was one: of ” 


the best days of my life—to be able 
to get back to work again!” 

Since the happy resolution of 
Lonnie’s case, the rehabilitation 
team has processed about 300 other 
cases of employes disabled through 
on or off-duty injuries and illmesses. 
It has been able to help about 100 
of them get back to work again. 

“All this is not entirely new,” ex- 
plains Harvey L. Hardin, assistant 
general claims manager — also a

member-of the team. “‘Southern Pa- 
cific: has always provided ill.or in- 
jured employes-with ‘the ‘best pos- 


: :sible- medical care, and it has as- 
/ sisted. with rehabilitation” wherever 


it could. But in the past, somebody 
with the time and interest had to 
follow through in each case. Some 
cases undoubtedly failed to come to 
the attention of the proper author- 
ities. With the creation of this new 
team, we now have the machinery 
to help every employe who suffers 
a serious disability affecting his 
job.” 

“Our program,” he adds, “com- 
bines medical care, medical and vo- 
cational evaluation and training. Its 
aim is to help the disabled individ- 
ual return to a Southern Pacific job 
—if at all possible—and at the same 
time help the Company retain the 
services of experienced employes.” 

In addition to Russell and Har- 
din, the team—formed on March 1, 
1973— includes Dr. John E. Meyers, 
SP’s chief medical officer; Dr. Har- 
old P, Lyon, medical officer, and 
Miss McRae, who has recently been 
assigned by the State of California 
to work full time with the Southern 
Pacific team as rehabilitation coun- 
selor and coordinator. 

Miss McRae reviews cases from 
all over the SP system, making use 
of her extensive knowledge of the 
rehabilitation field to help disabled 
employes get special training and 
other kinds of assistance through 
various county, state and private 
agencies. 

“My job adds up to helping peo- 
ple to help themselves, so they can 
get back to being productive mem- 
bers of society,” she explains. “It’s 
certainly one of the most exciting 
things I’ve ever done.” 

“As far as we know, Southern 


Pacific is the first major company 


to have the full time services of a 
rehabilitation :counselor,” . Russell 
‘points out. “Our program is proving 
‘so successful, that ‘the State of Cali- 
fornia is presently considering using 
it as a prototype for other indus- 
tries." 2 

:As indicated, the rehabilitation 


“team-includes an operating officer, a 
claims . officer..and doctors ‘experi- 
enced in ‘rehabilitation medicine. 


They work through ‘Fact Finding 
Panels on each of our nine divisions - 
and on the Cotton Belt. These pan- 
els also have. an operating officer, - 
a claims officer and a medical :con- 
sultant. In addition, they include 
representatives. of the Safety, Me- 
chanical and Engineering Depart- 
ments. 

‘The main job of the Fact Finding 
Panels is to identify employes who 
heed the services of the team and to 
get the rehabilitation process mov- 
ing as soon as possible after the 
individual's injury or illness. 

“An early start is definitely one 
of the main keys to rehabilitation,” 
says Hardin. 

An employe who recently re- 
tumed to work after a leg injury 
put it another way. 

“Sitting at home is really de- 
moralizing,” he said. “It gets tough- 
er and tougher to get out of that 
chair. Work is the best therapy of 
all.” 

“The division panel stays in close 
touch with the employe during his 
convalescence,” Russell explains, 
“and—at the same time—the team 
makes certain that he receives the 
best possible medical care and that 
no stone is left unturned in our ef- 
forts to return him to gainful em- 
ployment.” 

“We hope, of course, that the dis- 
abled employe can return to his 
former occupation,” he adds. “That 
is the ideal situation, and we work 
toward that end. But if medical au- 
thority decides that he cannot do so, 
we still have other options open.” 

Robert H. Rammin, 40, until re- 
cently an Oregon Division locomo- 
tive engineer, is a case in point. 

Bob, who has 22 years of service 
with SP, found out about a year 
ago that he had a diseased valve in

OR THE past couple of months, 

Southern Pacific carmen have 
been hard at work restoring Vert-A- 
Pac cars to top condition in readi- 
ness for handling the 1975-model 
Chevrolet Vegas and the new Pon- 
tiac Astres (similar in size to the 
Vegas). 

Most of this work is being done at 
an SP maintenance facility at City 
of Industry (near Los Angeles) on 
the site of a former Pacific Fruit Ex- 
press Company installation. 

The big Vert-A-Pac cars, many of 
which have been shuttling back and 
forth across the country for four 
years, are being rejuvenated on two 
2,500-foot tracks. A third track will 
be available in the near future. 

“Right now, you're likely to see 
more Vert-A-Pacs on these two 
tracks than any place else in the 
country,” says C. W. Marley, as- 
sistant terminal superintendent. 

“The tracks are on 40-foot..cen- 
ters,” explains Asst. Trainmaster 
Tom R. Wear, who is Marley’s as- 
sistant, “and that gives us room 
enough to work on two Vert-A-Pacs 
side-by-side. With ‘the doors ‘down, 
each car measures 38 feet, 814 inches 
wide.” 

The Vert-A-Pacs ‘carry. .30 :sub- 
compact..autos. hanging nose down 
on :doors-:which' double as loading

ramps. The autos travel to market 
completely enclosed and protected 
from damage enroute. 

Developed through the joint ef- 
forts of Southern Pacific and General 
eral Motors, these rail cars measure 
18 feet, 4 inches above rail and over 
89 feet in length. 

As of mid-September, over 100 
Vert-A-Pacs had been restored to 
Class A condition, including SP cars 
and those of seven other railroads. 
All of these cars are now back in 
Service. 

This year, for the first time, Gen- 
eral Motors is manufacturing sub-

(Los Angeles) assembly plant as 
well as at Lordstown, Ohio. In past 
years, all of the Vert-A-Pacs had to 
be returned empty to Lordstown. 
We will be delivering 1975 Vegas 
and Astres throughout the West and 
Southwest, and other railroads will 
handle deliveries from the Lords- 
town plant to the Midwest and East. 
SP handled more than 86,000 of 
the 1974-model Vegas through July 
31. Altogether over the past four 
years, we have transported nearly 
500,000 of these popular Little autos.

Major Damage Repaired in Five Days 


ORKING around-the-clock, 

a force of 250 men was able to 
restore Southern Pacific’s big grav- 
ity yard at Houston, Texas, to full 
operation in only five days after it 
was extensively damaged by fire and 
explosion. 

The accident occurred at about 
12:03 p.m. on Saturday, September 
21, when volatile butadiene gas 
(used in the manufacture of syn- 
thetic rubber) escaped from a tank 
car on one of Englewood Yard’s 64 
classification tracks and ignited. 

Fire and explosion flashed 
through the yard, setting numerous 
cars ablaze. The force of the explo- 
sion was so great that it damaged 
buildings and broke windows in 
nearby areas on both sides of the 
yard. 

Locomotive Engineer James A. 
McKnight, 56, who was operating a 
switch engine in the area, was badly 
burned and he later died. 

Switchman Leon Warburton, 59, 
was also seriously burned, but is re- 


covering. Two other individuals were 
hospitalized, and about 70 people— 
including 10 Southern Pacific em- 
ployes-—were treated for cuts and 
other minor injuries and released. 

The fire and explosion damaged 
about one-third of Englewood’s 114 
tracks in an area 400 by 800 feet on 
the north side of the yard. The bal- 
ance of the yard, which is four and 
a half miles long and 1,500 feet wide, 
remained operational. 

About 190 freight cars were de- 
stroyed. One locomotive and more 
than 240 other cars were damaged. 
There was also moderate damage to 
towers and other yard structures. 

Within minutes after the accident 
occurred, the Houston Fire Depart- 
ment was on the scene. A force of 
about 200 fire fighters kept the fire 
from spreading to other parts of the 
yard, 

More than 1,000 persons were 
evacuated in an orderly fashion from 
a 20-block area around the yard by 
police authorities. Many found 


shelter at Furr Junior High School, 
where the Red Cross and Salvation 
Army provided cots and food. 

L. M. Gilbert, superintendent of 
fire prevention and fuel supply, and 
other knowledgeable Southern Pa- 
cific people worked closely with the 


Houston Fire Department, quickly: 


determining the contents of the cars 
involved, so that appropriate fire- 
fighting measures could be used. 

SP forces under the direction of 
Superintendent L. A. Patterson be- 
gan pulling cars away from the fire 
area on Saturday afternoon. By 
Saturday night the fire. was con- 
tained, although some cars were still 
burning. The work of assembling re- 
pair equipment and materials was al- 
ready well under way. 


At 9 a.m, Sunday: morning 38 of _’

SP ‘repair crews ‘began 
removing damaged cars from ‘the 
blast area, ‘re-railing others and re- 
constructing track.

being allowed to burn itself out. 


stable enough so that the people who 
had been evacuated were allowed to 
return to their homes. 

On.Monday the Company opened 
a temporary claims office near the 
yard to process and settle damage 
claims, mostly for broken window 
glass and household items, from 
nearby residents and businesses. 


This office, open from 8 a.m. to 8 
p.m. and staffed by 25 claims men 
from all over the system, processed 
more than 2,300 claims in its first 
five days of operation and paid out 
over $200,000, 

To save time, SP told several 
Houston glass companies to “go 
ahead and replace broken windows 
and send the bill to us.” 


The Company also made special 
arrangements with building con- 
tractors and appraisal firms to speed 
the process of making damaged 
homes comfortable again. 

Bi-lingual employes, including Art 
Valdez, claims agent, Sacramento, 
and Art Sanchez, asst. regional man- 
ager, International Traffic, Houston, 
explained the availability of the 
claims service to SP’s Spanish- 
speaking neighbors over local radio 
and T'V stations. 


The repair force—-SP people aid- 
ed by contractors—cleared away de- 
bris and repaired or rebuilt 36 tracks 
(including classification and other 
tracks), restoring the yard to full 
operation by Thursday, Sept. 26. 

While repairs were underway SP’s 
through freight service was routed 
around the yard and continued with 
only minor delays. 

D. R. Kirk, general manager at 
Houston, praised the “outstanding 
job done by our people in repairing 
the damage and getting the yard 
back in operation.” 

He also commended the Houston 
Fire and Police Departments, the 
Harris County Sherifi’s Office, the 
Texas Department of Public Safety, 


the Houston Civil Defense organiza- 
tion and volunteer agencies like the 
Red Cross and Salvation Army for 
their great work during the emer- 


gency. 

“The outstanding performance of 
the Houston Fire Department,” he 
said, “was chief among the reasons 
this emergency was brought under 
control as quickly and effectively as 
it was.” 

Damage to cars, lading, track and 
railroad structures, as well as third- 
party property damage and person- 
al injury liability, has been esti- 
mated at $12 million to $14 million. 
The Company’s loss, considering in- 
surance coverage and other factors, 
is expected to be about $4 million. 

‘The Houston Chronicle, in an edi- 
torial entitled, “Fine Performance at 
Englewood,” summed up the entire 
matter this way: 

“The incident was a severe test 
for the fire department, the police 
department, Southern Pacific and 
several Houston neighborhoods. All 
of them passed with a score well 
above average.” 

The causes of the accident are 
under investigation by the National 
Transportation Safety Board and 
other federal agencies, as well as by 
Southern Pacific.

OUTHERN PACIFIC switch

Guiding their activities on the 
4 pm. to midnight shift is Yard- 


master Harold C. (Doug) Douglas, 


one of the three men who cover the 
tower office around the clock. 

“My job,’ explains Doug, “in- 
cludes overseeing train make-up, the 
switching of cars, interchanges with 
other railroads, programming trains 
into and out of the yard, and about 
forty-eleven other things.” 

For him, the work is part of a tra- 
dition which began when his father, 
a blacksmith, followed the Great 
Northern to the State of Washing- 
ton in 1892, His father and mother 
had 11 children — seven boys and 


four girls — and all the boys be- 


came railroaders. 

But in Doug’s case, at least, there 
are other interests in addition to 
railroading which enrich his life — 
public service, sports, family. 

Doug has been a member of the 
Klamath Falls City Council for 
eight years. Appointed to the Coun- 
cil to fill out an uncompleted term 
in 1966, he later ran twice for the 
job unopposed and is about to run 
again —~ still unopposed. 

The Council holds two regular 
sessions and two study sessions a 
month. The evening meetings often 
last until 2 a.m. 

“The pay is terrific — $50 a 
month,” he says with a smile,“but 
I’m really proud to be able to speak 
up for the people I represent.” 

Klamath Falis itself has a popu- 
lation of around 16,000, with about 
45,000 more in the surrounding area. 
Doug represents Ward 3, which is 
populated by quite a few railroaders, 

“But I really represent the whole 
city,” he points out, “My livelihood 
comes from Southern Pacific, so I 
can afford to be impartial. I don’t 


“have any axes to grind.” 


“People ‘here are not as uptight 
as they are in some other places,” he 
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adds. “We work things out together, 
and we take time to joke with each 
other.” 

Over the past eight years, he has 
been president of the Council twice 
and mayor pro tem on a number of 
occasions. He is especially proud of 
having helped his community estab- 
lish more than 400 acres of city 
parks. 

Doug has been with SP for 34 
years — all at Klamath Falls. On his 
way up through the ranks, he served 
nine years as local chairman for the 
Switchmen’s Union of North Amer- 
ica, Local 313. 

In his spare time, he often refer- 
ees high school and college basket- 
ball games. 

“T’ve been doing it for 26 years — 
ever since I finished -high school,” 
he explains, “and I’ve tried to carry 
the same ideas of fair play and good 
sportsmanship over to city hall.” 

Doug and his wife, Mary, havea 
son and.a daughter. Their son, Tren- 
ton, has been named one of ‘the 
“Outstanding Young Men of Amer- 
ica” fortwo years.in a row-by..the 
national Junior. Chamber :of _Com- 
merce. He lives in Ashland, Ore, 


Their daughter, Susan, and her 
husband, also active in community 
affairs, live in Seaside, Ore. They 
are the parents of the Douglas’ two 
grandchildren. 

Seated at his desk high above the 
yard, Doug uses radio, telephone and 
talk-back speakers to help keep the 
traffic moving. Computer data gives 
him a bird’s eye view of the cars in 
the yard and those on inbound 
trains. 

“Sometimes it gets so busy around 
here you end up taking your lunch 
home, but — even so — I enjoy the 
work. Challenge never hurt any- 
body,” he says, summing up the way 
he feels about the hectic job he’s held 
for the past 12 years. “The railroad’s 


treated me well, and. we have a good ° 
bunch of people here to work with.”

his heart. An operation to insert a 
teflon-coated stainless steel valve in 
its place was successful, but Bob 
could no longer work as an engineer. 

He had served as a clerk-typist in 
the Army in Italy (1957-59) and 
had about two years of college, so 
the rehabilitation team was able to 
find an opening for him as a clerk- 
telegrapher at Medford. He also 
works as a relief agent at various 
Oregon stations. 

“No question about it,” Bob says, 
“this rehabilitation program really 
helped me. Before I was operated 
on, my heart was the size of a foot- 
ball. Now it’s back down to normal, 
and I’ve been able to go back to 
jogging a couple of miles every day. 
Best of all, I’m back working full 
time for SP.” 

Bob recently learned ‘that his 
condition has improved so much 
since his operation that he will 
soon be allowed to return to engine 
service on a restricted basis. 
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Douglas W. O’Sullivan, 33, a for- 
mer switchman at Oakland, Calif., 
and J. Dion Slade, 36, a former 
conductor-brakeman at San Luis 
Obispo, were injured in separate on- 
duty accidents. 


Doug sustained a leg injury, and 
Dion fractured his right heel. Both 
were unable to return to their usual 
occupations, but they were physi- 
cally capable of entering engine 
service. The rehabilitation team 
found openings for them as firemen, 
and both have since graduated from 
SP’s Engine Service Training Cen- 
ter at Cerritos, California. 


The two men are now locomotive 
engineers on the Western Division. 
Doug’s seniority date is October 29, 
1978, and Dion’s is Sept. 12, 1974. 


Dion speaks for both when he 
says, “I don’t think you'll find a 
finer rehabilitation program in any 
industry in this country.” 


The rehabilitation team makes 
use of special clinics at key loca- 
tions to evaluate and treat cases 
involving the spine, which account 
for nearly half of all employe dis- 
abilities. 

SP’s organized rehabilitation pro- 
gram, now about a year and a half 
old, has already been able to send 
about 20 per cent of those identified 
as suffering disabilities back to work 
the majority to jobs in our own 
Company, but a few to positions in 
other companies. 

Not all referrals come from the 
Fact Finding Panels. Some are be- 
ginning to come in from supervisors, 
union officers and others. 


“Our program is still developing 
and improving,” Russell says, “but 
we’re pleased with what we’ve been 
able to accomplish so far and proud 
that Southern Pacific has once 
again taken the leadership in a dif- 
ficult and important field.”

Correlated with the above inspec- 
tion, the diver also attached clamps 
and test wires to both pipelines (at 
predetermined intervals) for SPPL’s 
corrosion engineers, These wires 
were tied to colored floats and used 
in combination with special instru- 
ments to check the effectiveness of 
the cathodic protection on the lines. 

Cathodic ‘protection (an electro- 
lytic process involving interaction 
between the metal of the pipeline 
and the surrounding environment, 
such as the soil, salt water, other 
pipelines, etc.) is applied to the 
lines to preserve the exterior of the
